A currently pressing problem of 
Junior and Senior High Schools 
will be attacked by a group of 
teachers and supervisors at Sac- 
ramento State College this sum- 


mer. The group will be registered | 


for the Practicum in Reading: 
Grades 7-12 and will work under 
the direction of Drs. 
Hansen, and Little. 
For some time it has been a mat- 
ter of concern among Secondary 
educators that many pupils fail in 
the secondary grades because of 


reading difficulties. Moreover, few | 


pupils continue to increase their 
reading ability during this period 
to the extent that their increasing 
maturity and experience would per- 
mit. 

A number of isolated efforts 
have already been made to remedy 


this situation. A few high schools | 
in | 


require continued instruction 
reading for all pupils. Others have 
established special classes for poor 
readers. Some few teacher training 
institutions have and do require 
methods of teaching reading for 
their English teacher trainees. 
State committees and professional 
organizations have discussed the 
problem and published builetins 
bearing on it. 
Three major 
aggravate the 
very few books or book 
which are suited to developing 
reading skill in the slow reader 
which, at the same time, have an 
interest level appropriate to the 
subjects of instruction in secondary

schools. There are few secondary | 
teachers who have any training in | 


reading instruction. Reading, as 
such, is not one of the subjects 
which the secondary grades have 
traditionally offered nor has read- 
ing development, as such, been tra- 
ditionally one of the central ob- 
jectives of the secondary schvols.

Explanation Of 
Room Locations 


Perhaps some of the locations 
for classes given in the Summer 
Session schedule are confusing to 
you. All numbered rooms with no 
letter (237, 217, 150, etc.) are lo- 
cated in the main building. 

SRA stands for Sutterville Road 
Annex. To find it, if you were com- 
ing from downtown, you would go 
past the main building and turn 
left at the first through street. 
This is Sutterville Road. The annex 
is on the right hand side of the 
street. 

Numbers prefaced with A are 
in the auditorium building, which 
is to your left as you come through 
the main arch of the main building 
onto the campus. The auditorium 
itself is designated as Aud. “LT” 
or Little Theater, is also in the 
Auditorium building. 

“S” numbers are in the science 
annex, which can be reached by 
turning right in the main arch, go- 
ing down the State College admin- 
istration corridor, and into the next 
wing. 

WGL designates the Women’s 
Gym Lecture Room. As you come 
through the main arch, the Wo- 
men’s Gym is directly in front of 
you. Enter by the left door and you 
will find the lecture room almost 
immediately to your left. WG des- 
ignates the greater part of the Wo- 
men’s Gym. 

“HE” stands for the Home Ec- 
onomics building. This is to the 
right of the Women’s Gym as you 
look from the main arch. 

11-A designates the 11th Avenue 
Annex (Freeport Blvd. and 11th 
Avenue.) 

Art rooms are in the State Col- 
lege Art building located near 12th 
Avenue. If you go to the right at 
the Auditorium Building, and walk 
down the covered porch of the Jun- 
ior College Publications building, 
you will see it directly ahead of 
you.

Enrollment May

With an expected enrollment of 
approximately 1,500 students, Sac- 
ramento State College opens its 
fifth Summer Session. In its first 
Summer Session year, Sacramento 
State registered 387 students. This 
figure was more than doubled in 
|the next year, 1949, when enroll- 

| ments totaled 856. 
| The third and fourth sessions, 
and 1951, saw registrations 
| which totaled 1,373 and 1,419 stu- 
| dents respectively. 

Dr. Harold B. Roberts, dean of 
summer session, has given the 1500 
| figure as his personal estimate for 
| this session’s total enrollment, in- 
| cluding the Mather Air Force Base

to the Veterans Coordinator. 

I. Veterans not previously en- 
rolled with the Sacramento State 
College or who were enrolled at 
some other institution under Pub- 
lic Law 346 since their enrollment 
here: 

A. Must present a Certificate 
of Eligibility and Entitlement or 
other official VA authorization 
at the time of registration. Such 
authorization must cover this 
period (Summer Session 1952) of 
enrollment at the Sacramento 
State College for a specific cur- 
riculum. 

(1) If the authorization is 
approved for graduate study 
toward an advanced degree, 
the degree must be one offer- 
ed by Sacramento State Col- 
lege. 

II. Veteraus who were enrolled 
during the school year 1951-52 and 
who have not completed their ob- 
jective as authorized by their lat- 
est Certificate of Eligibility may 
enroll without additional authori- 
zation from the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 

Ili. Veteran Teachers must en- 
roll for a summer session of 5 or 
more weeks. 





A. For VA purposes, a veteran 
teacher as distinguished from a 
veteran student is one who takes 
courses under the G.I. Bill Sum- 
mer Sessions only and who is 
continuously employed as a full- 
time teacher.
